Calves coming in the fall of the year 
usually are more welcome than those 
coming at 
any other time, because 
from the price standpoint this is the 
most desirable time for the cows to 
freshen, 
It is also realized that s u c h 
calves are often harder to raise since 
they have to endure the rigors of win­ 
ter at an early age. 
By using a few precautions, a min­ 
imum number of calves will be lost. 
Among these safeguards may be sug­ 
gested the following: 
A clean, well-bedded stall, should be 
provided the cow, so as to avoid trou­ 
ble during the first two days after 
birth while the caff is left with the 
cow. 
An abundant amount of sunlight is 
necessary for all calves and their quar­ 
ters should b«- cleaned daily and kept 
well betided. 
The feeding of too much milk is a 
common error. 
For the first three or 
four weeks calves should receive not 
more Than 1*2 pounds daily of whole 
milk, and after Mio gradual change to 
skim mill, is made. large quitniitles 
should not be fed, 
Very few calves 
are capable of properly digesting even 
as little as 16 pounds of milk daffy. 
Bright green hay, ensilage and grain 
should be fed as early as possible. 
Calf pails should lie kept HCftlpUlous- 
clea n and calves should be fed in­ 
dividually.

Discovered on Site of Sane- 
tuary of Demeter. 


Rome.—Interesting excavations have 
been 
undertaken 
by Prof. 
Et tore 
Gabriel, 
director 
of 
the 
Palermo 
museum, on the site of the ancient 
sanctuary Of Demeter Malophoros at 
Selinunte. near Palermo. 
An enormous number of objects of 
historical and artistic value bavp been 
excavated. Of these st ne, bronze and 
terra <‘Otta votive offerings and decora 
jions there are several thousand. All 
have been taken to the Palermo mil 
soma to be examined, docketed, stud­ 
ied and placed in order on the shelves. 
The work of removing these treas­ 
ures from tho deposit where they had 
been imbedded on account of the filter­ 
ing of the rains of many centuries was 
slow and difficult. One very interest­ 
ing lot consists of lanterns, with soli ! 
died ail inside, which bad been lighted 
during ceremonials. Here, just as at 
Elcusls, tho rite was proscribed, Le­ 
the goddess Demeter was worshiped at 
night. That she was ti popular deity Is 
|ho\vn by myriads of votive offerings 
placed on bor shrine 
She later be­ 
duin* (ho gmlde-s Con s lf the Romans

Thus it was that in Megara. capital 
of Mega ria, on** mile from the sea. op­ 
posite the island of Salamis, a number 
of colonists wished to go to the island 
of Sicily and found a colony, which 
they named Megara Hyblaen. From 
this first colony, others were founded 
throughout Sicily, Including Selinunte, 
in 628 B. C. It began brilliantly, and 
from its ruined buildings one can gee 
that it was of great importance and 
grandeur. 
Hut this state of predominance lasted 
only until 408 B. O., a short two hun­ 
dred years, when it was destroyed by 
the Carthaginians, as they feared its 
competition. It was partly rebuilt, but 
never regained its importance, and was 
for a second time destroyed after the 
Punic war in 250 B. C., when It was 
left as the modern excavators found 
it. 
The present excavations are all the 
more important, as they throw light on 
a city of which only the mere out­ 
lines of history are known. 
F e m in i n e F ig u r e s Crumble. 
There 
are 
innumerable 
tanagra 
heads, but tin* feminine figures have 
crumbled. 
One very interesting slab 
of yellow tufe, equal in artistic value 
to any bas relief of the Acropolis, rep­ 
resents Proserpine when carried to the 
lower regions by Adenous. 
It is th e oldest, possibly th e earliest, 
r e p r e s e n t a t i o n of the faille of Proser­ 
pine and at first it was thought to be 
a 
tablet 
commemorating 
symbolic 
dances. 
Further 
inspection 
proved 
that it told in a series of designs -tfie 
story of Proserpine. Though neither 
in the iliad nor the Odyssey is this 
tradition related, In the whole of an­ 
cient Sicily the story was linked with 
the worship of Demeter, Proserpine's 
mother 
Among the statuettes are hundreds 
placed in the sanctuary to Zeus Mlli- 
rhios, the Greek counterpart of the god 
Jupiter, lie was the accepted god of 
the sky by all Greeks long before the 
Homeric aam, He was allied ti* Dome 
tee, the earth goddess, and hence his 
effigies were placed in her temple II** 
was the god of boundaries, aud the 
Greek commandment “T hou sh a lt not 
remove thy neighbor's landmark,’’ was 
attributed to an order Issued by Zeus 
Milichios, the dread deity of the ghost 
world whom the sinner had to placate. 
And evidently in Kellnunto there were 
many who sought to please him. 
In many cases titer** are a Ko votive 
offerings of the people of the coun­ 
tryside. 
Heads Only Reveal Beauty. 
What is more Important in these ob­ 
jects ar** the designs in terra cotta, fig 
tires of g n a t variety and perfect in 
design. 
Unfortunately none of them 
is intact; only the heads remain a- 
evidence of their great beauty. 
w ithout doubt these are the moil 
important excavations in recent year* 
in Sicily, as they throw new light on 
the civilisation of the early Greek col 
nates throughout the Island. 
Profes 
nor Gabriel Is busily compiling a book 
of his studies on what he has exca­ 
vated. 
Professor Gabriel’s success in exes 
vat inc has Induced the government to 
reconstruct the Temple of the Fort 
mss, in a similar manner as was ac 
complished at GI m en ti, when the col 
limns of the Temple of Jove wert 
raised from the ground
